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THE BIG BIRD GETS THE JOB DONE 
ON WESTERN DIVIDE TIMBER SALE

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A SIKORSKY S-64 helicopter, completed its job in the Sierra this week, pulling 4.5 million board feet 
of timber off the rough, steep, east slope of the Great Western Divide just south of and under The 
Needles. Timber from the sale, after being “‘yarded”’ by the helicopter, is moved by logging truck to the 
American Forest Products mill at Johnsondale. Photos show the Sikorsky coming in with a single log, 
then with two logs, dropping them at the yarding site, and the Sikorsky in flight. Contractor on the 
logging operation is Erickson Air-Crane, based at Central Point, Oregon, the company getting the timber 
in a 385 acre area for a bid of $62,000; the sale, and supervision of the logging operation, is handled by 
the U.S. Forest service; the current job starting on June 26. The company will be back next summer to 
work a 10 million board feet Lloyd Timber sale north of The Needles - a sale that Erickson Air-Crane 
has already successfully bid. Because of the rough terrain and nature of the soil, Forest Service 
specifications called for helicopter logging rather than logging by traditional methods. Last summer 
Erickson logged the Red Mountain burn area - the first time that helicopters had been used for logging 
in the southern Sierra.

Deadline for virtually all fair entries is September 5, however fair 
officials request that entries be made as early as possible to facilitate 
necessary paper work. Entry forms can be obtained at the fair office, 
215 East Alpine, P.O. Box 777, Tulare 93274. 

Tulare’s traditional County Fair parade is set for 10 a.m. the 
morning of September 16, with arrangements being handled by the 
Tulare Junior Women’s club. Persons desiring a parade entry form 
should contact Linda Cox, phone 686-9618, or P.O. Box 662, 
Tulare. Deadline for parade entry is September 1. 

Final booking arrangements are now being completed for top 
entertainment stars who will appear as free grandstand and stage 


attractions during the fair.

In writing wistfully about Porterville the other day I re- 
called that when last drove through it, on my way into 
the Sierra, it was still small and quiet, with a quaint old 
pioneer hotel and a low-rise Main St. The high school, I 
said, was the biggest building in town. 

It seems I'm somewhat behind the times. 

"Since your son backpacked," writes Frank R. Brown, a 
Porterville public relations man, "your sophisticated 
itinerary has overlooked the growth in rural suburbia. 
The low-profile Main St. now has planter areas and gaze- 
bos at each corner. The old Pioneer Hotel fell to the 
wrecking. ball and is now the Security First National 
Bank. Sadly, in a way, modern store fronts sneer at the 
old western facades and saloons where outlaws bit the 
dust.” 

Also, Brown points out, Porterville High School's excel- 
lent marching band is now challenged by the new Mon- 
ache High School's marching band, arid "both have toured 
the nation in Bicentennial fervor." 

Porterville College has grown and acquired a fine new 
football stadium, a huge shopping center has mushroomed 
around a’ Montgomery Ward's at the northwest tip of 
town arid the turbulent Tule has been tamed by Success 
Dam. 

Not everyorie loves Porterville. "Just to set the record 
straight," writes Jackie Barley, now of Santa Monica, 
"Porterville is a complete bore. I was an instructor at the 
college in 1970 and nearly lost my mind with black widow 

.spiders and stifling hot weather. If Porterville is the kind 
of place that makes tears come to your eyes, I am very 
sorry for you. There is positively nothing to do... And 
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goat . . . In the back of my mind, I'll always live in Por- 
terville, where you can take a walk at night without fear, 
leave your car keys in the ignition without hesitation, and 
sleep peacefully with your front door unlocked . . ."

It may be re- 
membered that I was describing a custom’ by which 
brides-to-be list their wedding gift preferences with the 
local gift shop, which then advertises them in the Porter- 
ville newspaper.

There was a picture of Hoss, a handsome, smiling, mas- 
sive young man with a muscular arm held across a banjo. 
To me, his ad was unprecedented—a major step in the 
growing movement toward equal rights for men. 

Hoss McNutt, I have since been told by some of his 
many friends, is indeed an unusual young man. "One 
meeds to know Mr. McNutt" writes Peg Hoover Bannister 
of the Porterville Horseshoeihg School (which Hoss at- 
tended). "He is an,original! When his. first wife and he 
split up he ran an ad in the local news about everything 
going wrong and he'd had it. His wife had left him, his 
dog had been stolen and several other plagues had befal- 
len him all at once. The gist of it was that he could well 
survive all the troubles, but would whoever took his dog 
please return it. . ."

SACRAMENTO — The 1975 
edition of California’s early deer 
* season will open Saturday, 
August 2, with prospects for 
more hunting success this year 
than last over most of the area 
that extends from Humboldt 
County on the north to 
northeast Los Angeles County in 
the south. 

Abundant winter and spring 
rains have resulted in improved 
range conditions. Fawn survival 
and buck carryover have been 
satisfactory as a rule and most 


Herd numbers are up in many 
cases, 

Generally speaking, the buck 
kill is expected to be up this 
year from that for last season, 
although with the deer widely 
scattered hunters will have to 
work hard to get them. 

Looking at the coastal area as 
a whole, hunter access is 
somewhat improved over that 
for the 1974 season. This is 
because of the reopening of large 
areas of the Los Padres National 
Forest and the Huniter-Liggett 
Military Reservation which were 
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closed last year by the fire 
hazard. 

Again this year, 
hazard is extreme throughout 
the open area. Hunters are 
advised to be on the lookout for 
fire closures and special 
restrictions on the use of fire. 

As usual, the Department of 
Fish and Game reminds hunters 
that most of the early season 
area is private land and 
permission is required to hunt.

‘SACRAMENTO — Average 
local property assessment level 
in Tulare county stands at 23.4 
percent of market value 
according to statistics released 
today by the State Board of 
Equalization. 

Statewide average assessment 
level for the various counties of 
California has increased from 
24.2 percent for 1974 to 24.6 
percent for 1975, one of the 
highest ratios ever recorded. The 
average local property 
assessment Jevels run the gamut 
from a low of 17.2 percent in 
Mariposa county to a high of 
26.4 percent in Orange county. 

All 58 county assessors have 
declared that they are assessing 
at 25 percent of market value as 
required by law, and the county 
assessor, in fact, does assess all 
properties at 25 percent of his 
opinion of market value, based 
upon appraisals made over the 
past few years. 

The Board’s figures represent 
the relationship between the 
counties’ total locally assessed 
values as they appear on the 
assessment roll and the Board’s 
estimates of the full value of all 
locally assessable property as of 
the current year. 

To reach its figures, the 
Board’s staff uses carefully 
designed random samples in 
which about 5,000 properties 
are selected and appraised each 
year in one-third of the counties. 
The current full values for each

VISALIA — The Tulare Dairy 
Herd Improvement association 
had 125 herds-with a total of 
50,033 cows on test during the 
month of June, and 41,664 cows 
were tested for the month.

Social Security Benefits In County 
Run $4.8 Million Per Month In 1974 


VISALIA — Social security 
benefits were being paid to 
residents of Tulare county at a 
rate of $4.8 million a month at 
the close of 1974, Donald 
Chapin, social security manager 
in Visalia, has reported. 

Of the social security 
beneficiaries living in Tulare 


county, 20,290 are retired 
workers and their dependents. 
Another 6,720 are receiving 


benefits as the survivors of 
workers who have died, and 
6,230 are getting benefits as 


disabled workers or their 
dependents. 
Chapin pointed out that 


although most social security 
beneficiaries are older people, 
about one out of every four is 
under age 60. In Tulare county, 
10,025 people under age 60 are 
collecting social security 
payments each month. Nearly 
5,100 are under age 18, receiving 
payments because a working 
father or mother has died or is 
getting social security disability 
or retirement benefits. 

Most of the 745 beneficiaries 
in Tulare county between 18 
and 22 years of age, are getting 
student’s benefits under a 
provision in the social security 
law permitting the continuation 
of a child’s benefits beyond his 
18th birthday, and up to age 22, 
if the child is attending school 
full time. 

Also in this 18-22 age group, 
Chapin said, are some other 
types of beneficiaries, 
illustrating the broad family 
protection that the social 
security program provides 
workers of all ages. 

Some are children of retired, 
disabled, or deceased workers

““NEW"’ FARM 
LAND AVAILABLE 
IN U.S. - BUT 


WASHINGTON — While 
most good quality U.S. 
cropland is now being 
cultivated, U.S. farmers could 
tap into a reservoir of another 
266 million potential acres, 
according to a U.S. Department 
of Agriculture (USDA) report 
issued today. But strong 
economic incentives would be 
necessary to bring much of this 
area, now in grass, forest, and 
other uses, into crops. 

USDA’s Economic Research 
Service (ERS). has identified 
about a third of this potential 
area as readily usable. Most of 
the readily usable acreage is in 
the Plains regions - about 26 
million acres in the Northern 
Plains and 46 million in the 
Souther Plains. 

In addition, there are about 
10 million acres of pasture in the 
Corn Belt, some part of which 
could be used plus substantial 
areas that could be developed by. 
drainage and clearing in the 
Delta, Southeast, and 
Appalachian states. 

Development of much of the 
potential cropland would require 
considerable capital investment. 
Even with favorable cost-price
